1 . Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-14, drawn to an apparatus for punching a hole in a blow-molded 
article, classified in class 425, subclass 525. 

II. Claims 15-24, drawn to an apparatus for fonming a plurality of holes in the 
spout portion of a blow-molded article, classified in class 425, subclass 
527. 

III. Claims 25, 26, 32 and 33, drawn to a method of punching a hole in a blow 
molded article, classified in class 264, subclass 531 . 

IV. Claims 27 and 28, drawn to a method of forming a plurality of holes in 
blown article, classified in class 264, subclass 534. 

V. Claims 29-31 , drawn to a watering can, classified in class 239, subclass 
377. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct If they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
forming a handle in a milk bottle container, which has a single opening formed by a 
blow-molding nozzle. See MPEP § 806.65(d). 

3. Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
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scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
forming a handle in a milk bottle container, which has a single opening formed by a 
blow-molding nozzle. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and III are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as clainnied can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process wherein the punches create a compression molded, non- 
hollow portion instead of a hole. 

5. Inventions II and IV are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus 
as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another and 
materially different apparatus, such as a mold and a downstream heated pin punching 
device not affiliated with the mold. 

6. Inventions (III & IV) and V are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct If either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
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(MPEP § 806.05(f))- in the instant case the product as claimed can be produced by a 
materially different process such as a blow mold without punching or hole forming 
means wherein a hollow container is fornied by the blow mold and then a handle and 
outlets of the rose are formed after molding by downstream punching and hole forming 
means. 

7. Inventions (I & II) and V are related as apparatus and product made. The 
inventions in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: 
(1) that the apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product 
and the apparatus can be used for making a materially different product or (2) that the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 
806.05(g)). In this case product as claimed can be produced by a materially different 
apparatus, such a blow mold forming a hollow product and post molding hole forming 
and handle forming means not associated with the blow mold. 

8. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (I) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected Invention.
